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Pro photographer gives 
Circle K a look at news 


If you want to break into the field of 
photojournalism today, you're going to have to 
stay in school a little bit longer, according to 
professional photographer Gene Selig. 

Selig, speaking to members of the SAC Circle K 
last Tuesday, related some of the background 
behind newsgathering and told about the biggest 
news events of 1977, as well as outlining what 
kind of an education prospective photojournalists 
should seek. 

“You should go on to postgraduate school,” 
Selig said, and he went on to list a few institutions 
he felt were at the top in terms of prestige and 
excellence, among them Brooks Institute in Santa 
Barbara. 

In discussing the major news events of 1977, 
Selig recalled William Randolph Hearst's 
comment that his sensational newspapers at the 
turn of the century printed what people wanted to 
read about: ‘‘wine, women and violence.”’ 


Selig commented, ‘The more grief and 
suffering, the bigger the story.” To illustrate his 
point, he mentioned the Tenerife airliner crash, 
the nightclub fire in Kentucky and Son of Sam as 
big news events in 1977. “‘it's the name of the 
game in news,” the 28-year veteran of newspaper 
and wire service work said . 

Of course there were lighter news items in 
1977 that made big stories also, including Roots, 
Star Wars and Queen Elizabeth’s Silver Jubilee, 
according to Selig. 

Part of the award-winning newsman’s talk dealt 
with the purpose of wire services such as AP, UPI 
and Independent News Service, for which Selig 
works. Often, newsworthy things happen in 
places that newspapers don't have 
correspondents, he said. “But wire services 
usually have someone who covers that general 
area and can get pictures and a Story right away.”

‘Pretty Real’ illusions 
appear in Art Gallery

“The realist technique is the means for creating 
the illusion of real space.” With that in mind, 
Connie Jenkins, who uttered those philosophical 
words, Michiel Daniel and Jeffrey Rubio are 
displaying their works in the Santa Ana College 
Art Gallery. The show, entitled ‘Pretty Real,” will 
run now through April 28, in the Humanities 
Building. 

Daniel, an artist and teacher at Long Beach City 
College, is presenting four watercolor paintings, 
and three drawings done in gold point on coated 
paper. Michiel uses 24-karat gold wire on a 
surface coated with ‘China White” paint. 

The end result is a unique metallic effect on a 
pure white background. In relation to his 
watercolor renderings, Daniel states, ‘| am very 
interested in the unique light and color of 
Southern California, particularly in the backyard 
gardens and ‘Urbanscapes’ of the area.” 

With a string of exhibitions dating back to 1970, 
and numerous write-ups in art trade publications, 
Daniel comes into the gallery showing the polish 
an artist can achieve only through experience. 

Jenkins shows us realism, depth and 
imagination with her two huge oll paintings. 


Connie's paintings depict earth sculptures in a 
rock-laden river. Her work is mainly concerned 
with the concept of illusion. She is an experienced 
instructor from fine art institutions both on the 
West Coast and her native Colorado. 

Rubio proves that one can get realistic results 
with colored pencils and graphite, especially ina 
micro-miniature scale. ‘‘The incorporation of 
small scale in my work, | feel,-relates to and 
compliments the microcosms found in aquariums, 
reflecting a larger environment,’ says Rubio. A 
newcomer compared to the other two artists, 
Rubio shows the same amount of attention to 
detail as Daniel and Jenkins. 

As for the gallery crew, the ‘unsung heroes” of 
the show, they show true craft’ person’'ship. 

There are a lot of details in the art gallery that go 
unnoticed by the average fan. Everything from 
the lighting to the baseboards, must look 
professional. The idea here is to make the 
temporary walls look like they were put there 
permanently. 

With only three students returning from last 
semester's class, and also help from Jeff Rubio, 
the gallery not only houses fine artwork, but also 
enhances fine artwork.

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Godinez surprises Board by 
nixing anti-Jarvis resolution

A resolution favoring the enactment of 
Proposition 8 and the defeat of the Jarvis-Gann 
initiative (Proposition 13) passed approval at last 
Monday night’s Board of Trustees meeting by a 
margin of 6-2. 

As stated by the resolution, Proposition 8 would 
result in property tax relief without causing a 
reduction in the educational program to this 
district. Proposition 13 on the other hand would 
decrease local tax support and call for an increase 
in state funding and control. The resolution 
therefore is to urge the passage of Proposition 8 
and the defeat of 13. 

Acting in opposition to the resolution were 
trustees John White and Hector Godinez. White 
felt that the resolution was not the proper position 
for the Board to take. Godinez clarified his feelings 
when he stated that, ‘big business deserves a 
break too.” 

Another topic worthy of student concern was 
consideration of the school calendar for 1978-79 
which will have classes beginning on Sept. 11. 


Lincoln's and Washington's birthday will again 
proceed one another blessing students with two 
three-day weekends in a row in February. But the 
real biggy will be the extra day off for the 
Christmas vacation when New Year’s Day will fall 
on a Monday requiring students and teachers to 
return to school on a Tuesday. 

Also taking place was a ceremonial changing of 
the guard with the designation of new Board 
officers for the 1978-79 school year. The new 
President of the Board will be Rodolfo Montejano, 
who presented out-going chief executive Godinez 
with a plaque adding that, ‘it was a job well done.” 

Others appointed to positions were John 
Dowden as the vice-president and Richard 
Hernandez as the new clerk of the Board, while Dr. 
Johnson maintained his status as secretary. 

_The meeting then proceeded at a rather rapid 
and efficient pace as the Board passed all the 
items on the consent calendar and then broke for 
an executive session which lasted approximately 
40 minutes. The meeting was then adjourned with 
good hopes for some to catch the last hour of the 
Academy Awards.

SAC’s Theatre Arts Department will premiere 
its four-day performance of the Broadway play 
Thieves this week. The play was written by Herb 
Gardner and directed by instructor Robert 
Blaustone. 

This is the story of a present-day couple, Martin 
and Sally Cramer. Both are teachers with high, 
though contradicting ideals about life. 

Life, as Sally sees it, should be spent helping 
those children living in the poverty with which she 
and Martin grew up. Martin in turn feels they have 
earned the right to move up in the world and leave 
their pasts behind. 

Arguments over a long period of time result in a 
separation, one which tests the love and respect 
they have for each other. 

The play begins with Martin playing “Bang the 
Drum Slowly” on his flute, -- the same flute that 
the man above insists is a trumpet and the ‘‘lady of 
the evening” neighbor calls a piccolo. 

The man above, sincerely played by Randy Cole, 
adds much amusement to the conflicting 
problems of Martin and Sally, with such critical 
analysis as ‘‘you’re the midgets | see in the 
hallway. One of you plays the trumpet and one of 
you giggles in the elevator.’’ His terrace faces ina 
direction not allowing him to see Martin and Sally. 

Ben Patlian gives a superb performance as Joe 
Kaminsky, Sally’s father, an overbearing, loud- 
mouthed Archie Bunker type but is still, with 
persuasion, capable of love and understanding. 
His life revolves around the life he has lived in New 
York. His taxi is always being vandalized by little 
thieves he freely calls ‘‘jungle darkees.” 

Joe is quick to give advice to a troubled Martin 
about his own problems. ‘A dirty old man beats a

dead old man any time out. I’m 70, 75, maybe 80.” 

There’s Nancy, convincingly played by Claudia 
Harris, standing on her terrace, wearing only a 
skimpy turquoise blue nighty. Speaking with a 
seductive southern drawl, she teasingly taunts 
her gentleman friend inside, asking ‘‘what color 
are my eyes?’*4f he gives the wrong answer he 
goes home to his wife bare chested. 

Thieves has been produced with great care and 
a lot of hard work. Danny King gives a sensitive 
portrayal of the 35 year-old Martin Cramer, torn 
between his ideas for a better more prosperous 
life and the life Sally is pursuing. 

Nancy Ryan gives an inspirational performance 
as Sally. In the midst of 2 major decisions, 
whether she and Marty will divorce and whether 
to have an abortion because of their problems, she 
becomes certain that it is most important that she 
continue to work with the ghetto children who 
need her most. 

Let’s not forget the man in the street. Don 
Dickinson plays this wino who's biggest concern 
is as he puts it, “lI got to get me a specialty.”’ He 
finally finds his specialty when he approaches a 
man at a park bench and says, ‘I’m in the going 
away business -- you give me a dollar and | go 
away.” When the scam works he proceeds with, 
“I'm in the staying business -- you give me 
another dollar and | stay away.” And off he 
staggers saying, “Sweet Jesus, | got me a 
speciality.’ 

Thieves is a comedy with serious overtones.

‘We have more or less been holding our 
own with each match we play, against some of the best competition 
in the state, continued the congenial Mras, and unfortunately some 
of the powers are in the SCC.”’ ‘Fullerton and OCC have real strong 
teams,’ says Mras, ‘‘but we do go out there and give 100 percent 
with each match.” . 

This far into the season top netters are Sally Fairbanks, still 
recovering from a slight pneumonia, Lynn Stiles, an Orange High 
School graduate, and Lori Guetierez from Santa Ana Valley.
